EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

At the time of enactment of Recruitment Rules, in 1963 relating to various posts including the post of Senior Agricultural Engineer, the 
provisions corresponding to Rule 30 of the Central Civil Services (Pension) Rules, 1972 were not there in the Old Pension Rules. The 
method of recruitment to the post of Senior Agricultural Engineer was by promotion failing which by transfer on deputation (including 
short-term contract) and failing both, by dir et recruitment. As the method of direct recruitment was to be resorted to at the last stage 
the matter of benefit of added years of service to the direct recruits under Rule 30 of the Central Civil Services (Pension) Rules 1972 
was not considered after these Rulescame into force since the present incumbent of the post of Senior Agricultural Engineer was appoint¬ 
ed as a direct recruit in 1969. He put in his claim for grant of benefit of added years of service long after the Central Civil Service 
(Pension) Rules, 1972 came into force. The matter was then processed in-consultaiion with the Department of Personnel and Training, 
Department of Pension and Pensioners’ Welfare, and UPSC and this process took considerable time. Finally it was deciccd to extend 
the benefit of added years of service to the po.,t of Senior Agricultural Engineer. The notification incorporating the grant of benefit of add¬ 
ed years of service to direct recruits for the said post has been given retrospective effect because the present incumbent of the post has 
retired on 31 st March, 1991 .and this benefit should appropriately be given to him also. This retrospective effect will not adversely affect 
any person. 
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
